You have no idea how much I appreciate your cooperation in 
attempting to build my library on Colonial Currency matters. I 
have been working steadily on early American paper money along 
with ray other research and to prove to you that it is very hard 
to surprise me, I call your attention to the fact that the 1722 
issue of Massachusetts paper money illustrated in the reprint 
of the Resolves is illustrated in Crosby, page lli9. The 1739 
issue of paper money is illustrated opposite page 128 in Davis’ 
book "Currency and Banking in the Province of Massachusetts 
Bay". Even the subsequent reprintings of the laws of Massa- 
chusetts contain these illustrations and I have them in my 
reprinted laws published in 187U. 

Harvard University has the 1722 issue in actual specimens and 
the Essex Institute, in Salem, has the 1739 issue in actual 
specimens . 

Although I don't know what you had for breakfast, I merely 
want to show you how much work I have done on the subject al- 
ready. 

As you know, the 1722 illustration in your book is a reprint 
made in 1726. The 1739 illustrations are made from the iden- 
tical blocks used to print the paper money.

My good friend, Paul Franklin, is very much interested 
in knowing the exact weight in grains of your original CSA 
Half Dollar. Do you have it, and could you give it to me? 

In addition, could you let us have all the dope on this piece, 
the complete pedigree from the guy that got it in change, up 
to wherever you got it (B.G. Johnson?) , when you got it, the 
Johnson AV or asking price (if not top secret), and what you 
feel it would be worth today, if for sale, which of course it 
isn't! All this is for a Franklin-Ford project, partly in- 
spired by the recent article in "The Numismatist" (I guess); 

PF just asked me to get the weight for him, and to obtain 
(if possible) all the other data, and hold on to it. I'm not 
quite sure what he has in mind, but I can guess; in any event, 

I will give him nothing but the weight info at present. When 
I find out the whole score, I'll advise you in full, before 
releasing any information. 

Does the reference to the "third" original specimen in 
"The Numismatist" write-up (the one in plastic, etc., re- 
ported stolen) mean anything to you? 

The Boyd operation is coming to a head. I plan to spend 
most of my time on it from now on (no sales or lists this 
year). The big problem is what is Mrs. Norweb wants in the 
Massachusetts Silver, etc. Your long and continued patience 
will not go unrewarded. 

There is a deal that might be available, if you have any 
money, and if I can get the notes. The rarest (and among the 
earliest) Salt Lake City, Utah, Mormon notes were the "Counter- 
signed" Kirtland bills, issued initially on January 10, 1849; 
some 256 of these were put into circulation by the fall of that 
year. They are regular Kirtland notes, countersigned by 
Brigham Young, Heber C. Kimball and Newel K. Whitney, and 
having a "secret mark" added by Thomas Bullock. According to 
the F. Y. Fox records, taken from files in the Church Histor- 
ian's Office (pg. 68, "Utah Hist. Quarterly," January, 1^52, 
"Coin and Currency in Early Utah," L. X. Arrington) only 20 
C /S Kirtland notes were not redeemed and destroyed. Up to 
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February of this year, none were known to me or anyone else. 

Then, a descendent of one of the validators (name not yet 
positively ascertained), showed up with a hoard of six sets 
of 5 notes each ($1., $2., $3., $5. and $10.), plus a few odd 
denominations, mainly $5. notes, several in sad shape. I bought 
one set, a California collector has another, one was given to 
the daughter of the finder and is not for sale, another was 
sold to Fred Marckoff, and the fifth is held by a guy who wants 
$2,500. for it. The sixth set was assembled from odd notes that 
were sold to different people, and I believe is available. If 
I can get it, the price is $1,550. net. I can't lay this out at 
present - having stupidly gotten involved in Flint Lock and Per- 
cussion gun collecting, and in nice and deep re U. S. Martial 
items. I thought that you would like to know about this deal, 
as I can get the set and an extra note or two for that money, 
and I need the extra note(s) as varieties (plain and ANTI-BANKING 
notes ) . 

I have a hunch that the hoard represents notes outstand- 
ing, plus a few that showed up after the fire died down. The 
total of 256 issued in five denominations, keeps this series 
solid. The Mormon Temple Museum won't pay the $1,500. asked 
them, but would like somebody to buy and donate them. I guess 
they will have to wait a long time. Restember, this is a "Prior 
Sale" sort of thing, as I haven't the notes to deliver, as yet, 
but hope to corral them. 

Old man Brand has the Brasher Doubloon buried deep in a 
Safe Deposit Vault. I have three relatives working on him, and 
if I can lay my hands on the damn thing, you will have all the 
photos you want. Horace, of course, doesn't care about research, 
numismatists, women (any more), etc., etc., but only money, and 
even that only half interests him. Be patient here tool

If what you are planning is in- 
spired by a recent article in the Numismatis t, then forget it, 
as a clarification of the so-called third original specimen has 
already been sent in to the Numismatist by the author. That 
author has no information on the third original specimen other 
than what was written up at the time it was stolen. He realizes 
that he made a mistake and you will get a laugh out of his clari- 
iieation . I therefore suggest that neither you nor Franklin 
waste any time on the project if that is all you have in mind.

Dear Eric: 

I have your letter of May 22nd. 

One of the seven cardinal sins (as defined by my religion) is 
that of Presumption. The contents of your letter PRESUME that I and/or 
Franklin have some dirty project in mind, which may or may not compromise 
the value of your original CSA half dollar. Before telling you the story 
in full, perhaps I should forgive you for being snide, and refer you to 
the motto of the British Order of the Garter - "Evil to him, who evil 
thinks," (or some such). Now I'll explain my letter of May l5th by a 
series of statements: 

1. In 1956, Paul Franklin, my closest friend, knowing of my fantastic 
desire for an original CSA half dollar, had a clever "sandwich" fake 
made, which he had an unsuspecting old lady flash at me during the Rich- 
mond MANA convention. The project cost him $75. - $90., and we all got 
a good laugh out of it . I have the fake in my reference collection of 
similar material. It remains there to prove to any that care, how I 
was once fooled, by seeing "what I wanted to see." 

2. Franklin, because of his careful study of the rusty reverse of the 
Scott restrikes (the result of tooling crudely, the "sandwich" fake 
mentioned above), can almost smell an original CSA half dollar. 

3. At a recent convention, after l4 hours behind a taole, I was half 
awake - half dead. A small time dealer dropped by, having just arrived 
at the show, and seeing four Scott restrikes in our case, showed me a 
"peculiar looking" CSA half dollar. 

4. The coin looked peculiar, because my eyes couldn't believe what I 
saw. I asKed my friend what he wanted for his Fine plus coin - and, 
in counting my cash, found I didn't quite have the full amount. 

5. I excused myself, and letting my friend "watch the store," sought 
out Franklin, seeking to borrow the necessary cash. 

6. Franklin not only advanced me the money, but offered me a profit, 
saying he wanted the piece for study. I gave the coin to him, THE 
BIGGEST SINGLE MISTAKE OF MY LIFE, as it turned out. I paid the owner, 
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and went to bed. 

7. Later, Franklin more or less told me a chance existed that the coin 
was original, but wanted to study it, preferably with my "Stereo-Zoom" 
microscope . 

3. He requested weight verification of your piece, through me, to 
confirm his conclusions. I think he knew it good from the first, but 
wanted to "surprise" me . 


9. S ubsequent to my writ ir.g you , he yj r oved to me that the coin is the 
third known original s ne c ime n . Feeling this inf ormation m ight be forth- 
coming, I wrote you for the full story of your piece, feeling ALL available 
information should be eventually published. Later, I was going to ask you 
for photographs. 


10. I was only going to give hir the weight information, until he proved 
to me what an idiot I was (and could be).. The "Project" mentioned in my 
letter was one of verification. 

11. Because he is my friend, and because I sold the coin to him, but 
mainly because I have always wanted (as a collector) an original CSA 
half dollar, he just sold the item to me (at a substantial increase of 
course).

I can fully understand the trauma you had after reading the 
articles on the 180U and 1805 dollars. The letter you want to 
write to Elston Bradfield indicates your fury and disgust. 

It is a violent reaction to self serving research. It is one 
of those letters that you have to write and I know that you 
sent it to me so that I would tell you to throw it in the 
wastebasket instead of ooing so .-ourself. Psychologically 
this has happened to many of us. You said that these articles 
were ludicrous and sad but, unfortunately, there are only a 
few who have enough knowledge to agree with you. 

My first criticism of your letter is that it is liable to be 
published and it is entirely too blasphemous. Have you seen 
these pieces? Have you determined whether these dies, other 
than the dates, are existing dies in the dollar series? Has 
Bolender really approved these coins? What connection did 
Zerby have with them? 

It is interesting that these two coins have always been kept 
together as your proof of the impossibility of the 1805 piece 
collapses the I80U piece along with it.

which would indicate that they were imported in 1938 or a year or two 
earlier. At that time, according to Stack, they were examined by Howland 
Wood and F. C. C. Boyd. Both were highly amused by them. It seems 
strange to me, that Zerbe did not sell these pieces to the Chase Bank, 
when he sold them the rest of his stuff, but instead let the Chase Bank 
purchase a "third restrile" of 1804. So much for the nonsense department 
On Wednesday, I am going to send you photograph^enlar gement s of my CSA 
half dollar, together with similar prints of comparison coins, including 
the A. N. S. original. 

I purchased _my coin from dealer Ted Schnur of White Plains, who I 
understand is going to give Paul Franklin the woman's name and address 
he obtained it from. According to Ted, the coin was among other 
mementos of the Civil War collected by her grandfather. I see no reason 
to doubt Schnur ' s story, as he is one of the most decent boys in the 
business. I doubt very much that I have stolen property as 99.99% of 
the people who claim they havj, or have seen, "genuine" CSA half dollars, 
are like me^ in that they m wT not even know what they were looking at, 
or else ^=bT not believe what they actually saw if they did know.
